GAY RIGHTS GROUPS STILL AT ODDS 
WITH RETAILER’S PRACTICES

LOS ANGELES John Duran likes shop- 
ping at Target, but he hasn’t walked 
through its doors since last summer. As 
a gay public official, Duran believes he 
must support a boycott against the re- 
tailer by gay rights activists. 

“I am one of those people now that 
no longer shops at Target,” said Duran, 
mayor pro tern of West Hollywood, Ca- 
lif “I just can’t in good conscience be 
seen there.” 

Real estate agent Tom Kraynak also 
stayed away from the retailer— for a 
while. But he was among several gay 
shoppers at the West Hollywood Target 
recently who said it was time to move on. 

“We boycotted for a while,” said 
Kraynak, 47. “But that only lasted for 
so long because we had to go to Target. 
Gotta shop.” 

Months after Target Corp. angered 
gay rights supporters with a controver- 
sial political donation, both sides say 
they want to move past the issue. They 
just can’t seem to agree on the terms. 

For Target, the dispute threatens to 
derail its long-held reputation as a gay- 
friendly company, one that supports gay 
causes and features same-sex couples in 
its advertising. 

Its actions— including a lawsuit last 
month against a gay marriage group that 
had been soliciting outside a San Diego 
area store— have led opponents to form 


anti-Target groups on Facebook and to 
pressure gay rights organizations to re- 
ject donations from the company Last 
month. Lady Gaga, an outspoken gay 
rights supporter, dropped an exclusive 
album deal with the retailer in a show of 
support. 

“Target’s biggest asset and vulner- 
ability is they market so transparently 
to our community,” said Fred Sainz, a 
spokesman for the Human Rights Cam- 
paign, the nation’s largest gay rights or- 
ganization. “If that retailer does not ful- 
fill on what we believe to be their brand 
promise, there are consequences.” 

Hoping to prevent the feud from 
escalating. Target has lately gone on an 
offensive— including meeting with gay 
rights groups and announcing to the Los 
Angeles Times its support for the fed- 
eral Employment Non-Discrimination 
Act, a long-stalled bill that would ban 
discrimination against employees on 
the basis of their sexual orientation and 
gender identity 

And last week. Target released a two- 
minute video promoting the company’s 
diversity that it posted on Facebook and 
its website. 

“We’re left, right and everything in 
between,” a narrator intones over imag- 
es of Target employees, including a gay 
couple. “Whether we’re gay, straight or 
identify ourselves any other way, we love 
whoever it is we love.”

How did it come to this? 

The dispute between Target and gay rights 
groups began last summer, when the Min- 
neapolis-based chain gave $150,000 to MN 
Forward, a political group that was backing a 
conservative Minnesota gubernatorial candi- 
date opposed to gay marriage. 

Target said the donation was made because 
of MN Forward’s pro-business stance and not 


because of the group’s support of Republi- 
can Tom Emmer. Still, the company issued a 
public apology and vowed to rethink how it 
makes such contributions. 

But those actions— and a subsequent 
pledge by Target to increase its donations 
to gay rights organizations to more than 
$500,000 this year, a 20 percent increase 
from its 2010 total— haven’t appeased many 
gay rights supporters. 


Activists say Target can settle the matter 
through several steps, including bolstering its 
donations to a wider range of gay causes and 
taking a public stance in favor of gay marriage 
or against the Defense of Marriage Act. 

They also are bitter about a company lawsuit 
against Canvass for a Cause, a nonprofit that 
had been soliciting petitions advocating gay 
marriage outside a Target store. 

Target said it had nothing against the group 


or the petition, but that it prohibits all cus- 
tomer solicitations, as many retailers do. 
Since 2004, Target says it has brought legal 
action against 17 groups including church and 
community organizations. 

Tres Watson of Canvass for a Cause argued 
that the company is selectively enforcing that 
ban, noting that Target has not sued the Salva- 
tion Army when it sets up donation buckets 
during the holidays.

Thaw out your 
rider savvy 

Now that the weather has turned from freezy to breezy Going Public 
presents a no-sweat guide for public transportation during the spring 
and summer. 

»Get with the program: To account for seasonal ridership pattcrnsj 
the CTA tinkered with the schedules for 53 bus routes, which took 
effect March 20. 

Notable changes include the No. y-Harrison, which travels between 
Austin and Michigan Avenue and now operates westbound about 30 
minutes earlier. The No. 43-43rd, which runs between the lake front 
and New City, now sees its service end on weekdays at 10:45 p.m. 
instead of 12:30 a.m., because of low ridership. 

Meanwhile, some routes gear up during the warm weather, The 
No. 130 Museum Campus, which travels between Ogilvie Transporta- 
tion Center and Adler Planetarium, runs from Memorial Day through 
Labor Day 

» Feel the heat: Because of the rise in temperatures, heat is no lon- 
ger available on train platforms. Heat lamps are supposed to run from 
November through March, but CP noticed heat was on at a few Red 
Line stops last week. 

Meanwhile, buses automatically are programmed to keep the tem- 
perature at about 72 degrees in the summer compared with 68 degrees 
in the winter. If the bus seems too hot or too cold, riders shouldn't try 
to open the windows themselves. Alert the CTA. 

» Spring tuneup: Bicycles are allowed on CTA trains every day 
except during weekday rush periods (7-9 a.m. and 4-6 p.m.). Up to 
two bikes are allowed inside each car— except on the Blue Line cars 
with the folding doors because they don’t fit. Go to transitchicago. 
com/bi keand ride for a guide on how to put a bike on the rack in front 
of a CTA bus. 

» Tourist season: Before long, fanny-packed tourists will invade 
our city and CTA— especially our buses. It’s common to see tourists 
pester bus drivers, particularly on Michigan Avenue, for directions. If 
you see tourists desperately trying to figure out which way the lake is, 
help them out. Let the drivers focus on driving. 

» Be fare: The CTA tends to see the number of riders who pay their 
bus fares in cash rise in the summer months, which coincides with 
tourist season, the Tribune has reported. Cash fares can slow bus 
boarding. Remember to always load your card so no one mistakes you 
for an out-of- touch out-of-towner. 

» Stroller derby: Late last year, the CTA began posting placards 
on buses reminding riders to be “stroller savvy” The rules include 
keeping aisles clear of strollers and folding the stroller if the bus is 
crowded. Strollers maybe parked in priority seating, intended for 
senior citizens and riders with disabilities, if the seats are not in use.

Pros and cons 

From free concerts to ever- 
changing displays of public 
art. the Loop-home to the Art 
Institute and the city's theater 
district— has become a cultural 
hub But the city has cut or 
altered some free events be- 
cause of budget problems. 

Last year there was no 
Outdoor Film Festival or 
Venetian Night. The lakefront 
fireworks show in July was 
downsized. And a proposal this 
year to charge an admission 
fee to the Taste of Chicago was 
floated but later rejected. 


The upswing 

There are high points as well. 
Creation of the theater district 
nearly 11 years ago has been 
a catalyst for more cultur- 
al activity in the Loop, said 
Deb Clapp, executive direc- 
tor of the League of Chicago 
Theatres. "It brings a lot more 
people downtown and thaLs 
evidenced by a number of 
restaurants that have since 
sprung up in the Loop," she 
said. 

And there’s also Millennium 
Park, which sees about 4 mil- 
lion visitors a year, according 
to the Chicago Loop Alliance. 
The project was over budget 


at $475 million with private do- 
nors contributing more than 
$200 million and delayed four 
years before opening in 2004. 

Eye, oh eye 

Remember the giant eyeball 
In Pritzker Park last summer? 
That sculpture, titled Eye and 
designed by Oak Park-based 
sculptor Tony Tasset, was an- 
other effort by the Chicago 
Loop Alliance to bring people 
to the Loop along with the Pop- 
Up Art Loop program in which 
public art was showcased in 
vacant storefronts. The next 
Art Loop installment will be un- 
veiled in May. 


The heart of the city has seen its highs 
and lows— where does it go from here?

T ourists snapping pics at Millennium 
Park. Shoppers hauling bags down 
State Street. Music lovers rocking out 
at Lollapalooza in Grant Park. 
Whatever the season, there’s always some- 
thing going on in the Loop— bound by the Chi- 
cago river to the north and west, Lake Michigan 
to the east and Roosevelt Road to the south. In 
many ways, it’s Chicago’s main attraction. 

Home to the headquarters of Fortune 500 
companies such as Aon and also city government, 
it also shines on the big and small screens in mov- 
ies such as “The Dark Knight” and TV shows 
such as “The Chicago Code.” 

Now the community area again is in the spot- 
light as its biggest cheerleader. Mayor Daley 
cedes power to incoming Mayor Rahm Emanuel. 
Target has announced a planned location on State 


Street, and the housing market has displayed 
an uptick during the past 10 years. Though the 
neighborhood has transformed since the start of 
the new millennium, what happens next is yet to 
be seen. 

“First and foremost, people live in the Loop 
now in a way [that] a decade ago nobody in their 
right mind considered choosing to live in the 
Loop as a place of residency,” saidTyTabing, ex- 
ecutive director of the Chicago Loop Alliance, 
a business organization. “Historically the chal- 
lenge within the area has been to maintain a base 
of people after the workday ends.” 

The vision of a downtown that truly is open 
24 hours a day, seven days a week, has made 
strides but has not been fully realized. “It’s still a 
work in progress, ’’Tabing said. “There’s no doubt 
about that.”

While the economy struggles 
to rebound, Loop-based busi- 
nesses aiso have seen success- 
es and failures. 

It wasn’t until recently that 
Block 37, which stood vacant 
for 20 years, became the home 
base for several retail shops. 

The area surrounded by State, 
Randolph, Washington and 
Dearborn streets now hosts 
stores including Akira, Sephora 
and Anthropologie. In March, 
the shopping center was sold at 
auction to Bank of America for 
$100 million.

Not SO hot 

The Loop’s nightlife is far from that enjoyed 
by its neighbor. River Morlh. While lhal 
’hood’s hot spots are op en late and packed 
on weekends, some Loop bars sit dark and 
empty The few Loop destinations that stay 
busy often are attached to hotels, such as 
The Wit hotel’s rooftop bar, Roof, or Pete 
Wentz’s Angels Kings at the Hard Rock 
Hotef Many of the Loop’s eateries provide 
quick service and cater to a lunchtime 
crowd on weekdays. 

Working on the weekend? 

Sidebar Grille, at 221 H. LaSalle St., does most 
of its business during the workweek. The bar 
serves a big lunch crowd and offers drink 
specials to the after- work crowd. But on 
weekends, patrons tend to go to bars in their 
neighborhoods, said Violeta Koleva, office 
manager for the group that owns Sidebar. 

Koleva recalls a time when only 10 people 
showed up for a Saturday game at the bar 
during a weekend test run. After that, the 
bar switched back to hosting only private 
events on weekends. 

"There aren’t that many people who live 
in that area, and if the office area is closed, 
there’s no one coming in," she said.

Growing pains 

The Loop has seen a residential growth spurt 
during the past decade, but it's still not as hot 
to young renters as neighborhoods such as 
Lincoln Park, Lakeview, Bucktown and Wicker 
Park, according to realtors. 

More than 29,000 people lived in the Loop 
in 2010, the Tribune reported in February, cit- 
ing the most recent Census data. That’s a 
79 percent increase since 2000.

Student effect 

Since 2000, dorms have been built for stu- 
dents of the School of the Art Institute, DePaul 
University, Roosevelt University and Columbia 
College Chicago. There are 65,500 students 
who attend classes in the Loop or South Loop, 
according to the Chicago Loop Alliance. 


What about costs? 

Rents in the Loop can start at $1,100 for a 
studio, $1,600 for a one-bedroom and $1,900 
for a two-bedroom, according to Apartment 
People, an apartment rental service. The alli- 
ance’s Loop Economic Study & Impact Report, 
released in February, notes the Loop now is 
home to more than 8,000 new condos or 
luxury apartments. The median home price in 
2010 for existing condos sold was $395,000, a 
smidge higher than Lincoln Park.

Catch-22 

Whatever its nature, down- 
town crime often snags the 
headlines. 


The police report 

So far this year, no homicides 
have been counted in the 
Loop; one homicide was 
reported last year, according 
to Red Eye’s homicide tracker. 

In an apparent murder-suicide, 
a man reportedly shot his 
estranged girlfriend at the Old 
Navy store on State Street last 
year. 

A total of four homicides 
were reported in the commu- 
nity area from 2005 through 
2009, according to police data. 
The most reported crime in the 
Loop is theft, according to po- 
lice department annual reports. 

Crime blotter 

Other high-profile incidents 
include a hit-and-run crash 
that injured two pedestrians in 
February at State and Monroe 
streets and a stabbing in 2010 
that wounded three teens just 
as the Taste of Chicago closed.

Shuttle’s next mission: Chicago?

Chicago soon will find out whether the stars are 
aligned for the Adler Planetarium. 

The site is one of 21 institutions that could 
house one of three soon-to-be retired NASA 
space shuttles. The space administration is ex- 
pected to announce the future home of three 
shuttles Tuesda}^ the 30 th anniversary of the first 
space shuttle flight. 

The three shuttles are Endeavour, Atlantis 
and Discovery The latter is expected to go to the 
Smithsonian’s National Air and Space Museum 
in Washington, DC. 

If NASA picks Adler to display a shuttle, the 


equipment would be housed in a yet-to-be-built 
temperature- and humidity-controlled glass pa- 
vilion along the lakefront. It would cost an es- 
timated $28 million to prepare the shuttle for 
public display and transport it to Chicago. 

Though NASA didn’t reveal which organiza- 
tions submitted proposals for the shuttles, the 
planetarium likes its odds against the dozen or 
so museums that are known to have an inter- 
est in the orbiters, said Adler president Paul H. 
Knappenberger Jr., citing media reports. 

‘As we look at those and compare a Chicago 
site, we feel we’ve got a really good shot at get- 
ting one,” he said. 

In the request for proposals, NASA indicated 


its interest in a location that would provide ac- 
cess to the greatest number of people, he said. 
Knappenberger points to the city’s population 
size— the third largest in the country— and its 
millions of annual visitors as strong points. 

“We have a lot of good experience in inter- 
preting space exploration both for the public 
and for schools, and we feel that’s a strong point 
in our favor. We would use the shuttle as a way of 
getting school kids interested in math, science, 
technology and engineering,” Knappenberger 
said. 

“To have something like that, a national trea- 
sure such as that in Chicago would be a great in- 
spiration to school kids.”

I’ve been known to identify 
Foo Fighters as the best 
band I never listen to. It’s a 
partially inaccurate way of 
suggesting that, other than 
“The Colour and the Shape,’’ 
none of Dave Grohl’s band’s 
albums has really held me, 
regardless of how much I 
may appreciate or passive- 
ly like some or many of the 
songs on the record. 

Well, I take it back. 

“Wasting Light,’’ the band’s 
seventh record, is unquestionably the ex- 
Nirvana drummer’s best crop of songs in years. 
The album kicks off thunderously with “Bridge 
Burning,’’ which showcases the full effect of 
Grohl’s scream/croon and drummer Taylor 
Hawkins’ muscular attack. “Miss the Misery’’ 
nearly reaches Bon Jovi levels of anthemic 
stadium-owning, while the aggressive “White 
Limo’’ suggests Grohl’s time with Queens of 
the Stone Age’s Josh Homme (and, cough, Led 
Zeppelin’s John Paul Jones) in Them Crooked 
Vultures may have rubbed off on him. 

Grohl’s never been a brilliant lyricist, but 
“Wasting Light’’ blisters its way into your head 
anyway, as Grohl delivers a final kiss off in 
the shimmying “Dear Rosemary,’’ confessing
